Sevier exits 
after 21 
years with 
NC festivals

After 21 years organiz¬ 
ing New Castle Festivals, 
Charlie Sevier foresees 
more relaxing times com¬ 
ing his way. 

Sevier carried on the 
festival work of a friend 

— it was one of her last 
requests. 

“I was asked to take 
them over in 1993 by 
Martha Vaughn,” Sevier 
recalled. “She was on her 
dying bed in the hospital 
when she asked me to do 
it. 

“I had to start out 
on the ground floor — 
everything I learned I had 
to do by trial and error.” 

Along with Sevier, his 
mother Patsy also con¬ 
tributed her energy to 
the festival work, he said. 
Back in 1993, New Castle 
only had the Spring Fling 

— Light Up New Castle 
was to come in the late 
1990s. 

New Castle also had 
a Fall Fling for a time, 
but three festivals proved 
too much work for the 
committee, Sevier said. 
Even one festival can take 
many months of work to 
accomplish. 

“It’s a year-round job,” 
he said, talking about 
the Spring Fling, which 
recently became the New 
Castle Patriotic Festival. 

“I would start working on 
the following year festival 
before June came. There’s 
a lot of behind the scenes 
work that goes on.” 

Over his two decades 
volunteering, Sevier bal¬ 
anced his time working 
retail jobs as well as creat¬ 
ing and selling crafts at 
the Pearce Homestead 
Crafts and Gifts with festi¬ 
val organizing. 

Sevier took on such 
responsibilities as putting 
together the parades, lin¬ 
ing up the entertainment, 
arranging for the Henry 
County Fair Pageant 
winners to appear, ask¬ 
ing special guests like 
Louisville television per¬ 
sonalities such as Dawne 
Gee to participate, solicit¬ 
ing sponsors, bringing in 
vendors, promoting the 
festivals and arranging for 
Santa to spend some time 
in New Castle. 

Many people contrib¬ 
uted to making the New 
Castle festivals successful. 
Sevier had help on his first 
Spring Fling arranging the 
arts and crafts booth and 
flea market, so he didn’t 
realize how much work 
lining up vendors was. 

Over the years, he 
developed hundreds and 
hundreds of contacts just 
for the events. 

Sevier became a festivals

Henry County man recovers Civil War history

A Henry County man 
has a hobby that allows 
him to hold history in 
his hands. Oftentimes, 
the artifacts that Darrell 
Moore unearths haven’t 
been touched in many 
generations. 

Moore began metal 
detecting as a boy 
where he grew up in 
Pennsylvania, mostly for 
coins, after his father 
bought a machine. But 
Moore detected more 
history at the site of 
a 1600s-era tavern in 
Maryland and Civil War 
battlefields in Virginia and 
in Perryville, Ky. 

With permission — 
always with permission, 
he stresses — he and two 
friends from Indianapolis 
scour hundreds of acres 
of fields outside the 
Perryville Battlefield State 
Historic Site for evidence 
of where Gen. Braxton 
Bragg’s Army of the 
Mississippi in October 
1862 fought for their 
ground, placed their artil¬ 
lery and eventually pulled 
back when confronted by 
Maj. Gen. Don Carlos 
Buell’s Army of the Ohio. 

Historian Kenneth 
Noe, professor at 
Auburn University, called

Shared 
custody 
is good 
for kids

Kentucky courts can grant shared 
parenting to couples that split, when 
requested, even if the state doesn’t 
do enough to encourage the practice, 
as the National Parents Organization 
claims. 

With the release of its 2014 Shared 
Parenting Report Card, in which 
Kentucky earned a D-, NPO officials 
began lobbying for more shared par¬ 
enting for the benefit of the children 
of divorce. 

The report defines shared parent¬ 
ing as joint legal custody along with 
shared physical custody between par¬ 
ents who are no longer together. 

“This study was motivated by the

Bethlehem 

tradition 

remains 

stable

Holiday revelers can once again 
make the pilgrimage to Bethlehem 
to visit the 56 th year of the Living 
Nativity Dec. 22 through 25. 

It takes 36 people each night and 
144 over the four days to stand in for 
Mary and Joseph, the wise men, the 
shepherds and the angels. 

The volunteers playing the char¬ 
acters stand for one of three shifts a 
night during the observance orga¬ 
nized by Bethlehem Methodist, 
Bethlehem Baptist and Point Pleasant 
Christian churches, according to 
Kevin Croxton, a longtime partici¬ 
pant. 

The nativity requires lots of locals 
to orchestrate. 

“Actually, the whole county gets 
involved,” he said. “The characters 
change out every 50 minutes, so no 
one group has to stand the whole two 
hours and a half.” 

When the three churches wanted 
a joint Christmas project back in 
1959, the name of the town made the 
Living Nativity seem like the natural 
choice, Croxton said. Since then, it’s 
become ingrained in the community’s 
tradition. 

With the ongoing commercializa¬ 
tion and secularization of Christmas 
around the country, Croxton said it’s 
good for Bethlehem to continue this 
observance. It recalls the real reason

expert and other commu¬ 
nities that wanted to start 
up an event of their own 
would ask for his advice. 

There have been chal¬ 
lenges over the years, like 
the small carnival that 
used to set up at Spring 
Fling stopped coming, he 
said. The company dis¬ 
solved after the owner’s 
death and no one would 
take its place. 

And, of course, the 
weather. 

“In the old days, we 
had Santa’s House on 
the Courthouse Lawn,” 
Sevier recalled. “We 
would stand up there and 
freeze with Santa.” 

He’s glad that the 
Christmas in New Castle 
now has the climate- 
controlled conditions of 
the Locker to use. 

“With the June festival, 
you never knew what 
the weather was going 
to be,” he added. “You 
couldn’t order a sunny, 

75-degree day or any¬ 
thing.” 

Sevier’s volunteering 
led to another way to 
serve the city, when he 
was first appointed and 
then elected to the New 
Castle City Commission. 


“I had to go to the city 
commission to give them 
updates on the festivals 
and stuff, and then I was 
like I might as well try to 
be on the city commis¬ 
sion.” 

As the festivals became 
larger and longer over 
the years, they also 
required more work, 
which is a reason why 
Sevier said he’s leaving. 

Over the years, Sevier 
enjoyed meeting people, 
working with the other 
volunteers and making 
friends the most through 
the festivals work. He 
plans to take it easy and 
let others worry about 


the particulars of putting 
on a community event. 

“I just look at it as 
now I’m going to get a 
rest,” Sevier said. “I’ve 
already had two festivals 
try to get me to join 
theirs, and I said, no, I’m 
just going to relax for 
awhile.” 

“Like everyone else I 
appreciate all his efforts 
over the last 21 years,” 
Jeff Thoke, New Castle’s 
Main Street manager, 
said. “You know, 21 years 
is a lot of hours. So, we’ll 
ask other people in the 
community to step up 
and fill in the gaps.”

tremendous impact our 
nation’s family courts 
have on children whose 
parents are divorced or 
separated, and also by 
recent consensus state¬ 
ments by leading child 
development research 
organizations that con¬ 
firm children thrive 
with shared parenting 
following separation or 
divorce,” according to 
the report’s executive 
summary. 

“Despite what you 
might believe, shared 
parenting is not the 
norm in instances of 
divorce and separation. 

In fact, family courts 
award sole custody, 
usually to the mother, 
in over 80 percent of 
child custody cases,” 
said Ned Holstein, 

M.D., M.S., Founder 
and Chair, National 
Parents Organization. 
“Our report highlights 
that many states are not 
only discouraging shared 
parenting, but they are 
also depriving children of 
what they benefit from 
most — ample time with 
both of their parents — 
while also enabling a sys¬ 
tem that fosters parental 
inequality.” 

No state received an 
A in the study, while 
23 received a D, like 
Kentucky, and two failed. 

Researchers judged 
states on whether their 
statutes clearly permit 
and encourage shared 
parenting, or do stat¬ 
utes steer courts toward 


“sole custody models,” 
which National Parents 
Organization says works 
against gender equality 
and shared parenting. 

Kentucky statutes, they 
acknowledge, permit a 
court to award joint cus¬ 
tody, but that joint cus¬ 
tody is not well defined 
in law. 

Nor does Kentucky 
have any policy statement 
or other language to 
encourage shared parent¬ 
ing. 

Henry County 
Attorney Virginia Harrod 
noted that courts do 
award parents shared cus¬ 
tody, when requested. 

“When I started this 
job in 1991, it was pre¬ 
sumed the mother would 
get custody,” she noted. 

That is, unless there 
were other factors, such 
as if the mother was a 
drug addict. 

“It was really hard 
to get parent’s custody 
away from a mother, 
so then the Equal 
Protection Amendment 
came down,” the Harrod 
added. “Men are on 
equal standing. Custody 
will be based on these 
factors: Who is in the 
best position for the 
child’s mental, social, 
religious education, well- 
being?” 

Parents have requested 
shared parenting much 
more over the last 15 or 
so years, she said. In fair¬ 
ness, many times couples 
did not request shared 
parenting. 

Harrod added that 
Kentucky does not dis¬ 
courage shared parent¬ 
ing. “I do not see sole 
custody in 80 percent of 
the cases. I see joint cus¬ 


tody in 80 percent of the 
cases.” 

She’s seen former 
judges decide custody 
on the basis of providing 
children with continuity, 
believing that children 
needed to have the same 
sit-down dinner time, 
homework time and bed 
time every night. 

The judge would 
encourage both parents 
and their families to stay 
involved in the child’s 
life. 

“Studies show that 
children who know all 
of their grandparents, all 
of their cousins and all 
of their aunts and uncles 
do better,” Harrod 
recalled the family court 
judge saying. “He would 
give the speech, please 
encourage all of your 
family members to visit 
and get to know little 
Johnny because he will 
have a better self esteem 
and sense of self.” 

Harrod agrees that the 
more extended family a 
child knows and gets love 
and adoration from the 
better. 

While maybe the 
National Parents 
Organization wants to 
see more acceptance and 
encouragement of shared 
parenting from state to 
state, there’s unfortu¬ 
nately no way to legislate 
quality parenting, she 
added. 

“In a lot of cases, it’s 
an effort to get a non¬ 
custodial parent to pay 
child support, let alone 
to commit to become 
actively engaged in a 
child’s life,” she said. 
“And there’s no way to 
make a non-custodial 
parent a good parent.”

for the season. 

“There’s a statement 
you’ll hear a lot down 
there — it just wouldn’t 
be Christmas without 
the nativity,” Croxton 
said. “We kind of look at 
it as a ministry. A lot of 
people came to look at it 
every year and visit.” 

Counting only the 
people that approached 
the nativity by crossing 
the bridges, organiz¬ 


ers estimated that up 
to 1,500 attended the 
observance a few years 
ago. 

Attendees come from 
not only Henry County, 
but surrounding coun¬ 
ties and even other states, 
mostly those with family 
connections here that 
they are visiting. 

“They come on 
Christmas Eve, see the 
same families they’ve 
seen for years,” he said. 
“That’s just kind of a tra¬ 
dition for them to come 
to the nativity scene.” 

Organizers don’t really 


want much snow, but a 
small amount can add to 
the picturesque appear¬ 
ance of the scene, like it 
did one Christmas Eve. 

“It looked just like a 
Christmas card — it was 
really pretty,” Croxton 
said. 

There’s no charge 
for the Living Nativity, 
which runs from 6:30 to 
9 p.m. each night. 

“Most people come, 
reflect and stand and 
listen to the music,” 
Croxton said. “It’s really 
a family thing.”

Perryville a “tactical vic¬ 
tory” for Bragg, accord¬ 
ing to information at 
the historic battlefield’s 
website. 

But the Confederate 
general soon “aban¬ 
doned the hard-won field 
overnight to his numeri¬ 
cally stronger foe and 
commenced a retreat,” 
according to the historic 
site’s history. “Although 
the widespread 
Confederate dream of 
adding Kentucky to the 
Confederacy did not 
die at Perryville, the last 
realistic hopes of accom¬ 
plishing it faded like the 
autumn leaves that fell 
on Bragg’s army during 
its sullen retreat.” 

The largest battle 
fought in Kentucky, 
the Union forces lost 
845 men with another 
2,851 wounded and 489 
taken prisoner, while 
Confederate casualties 
totaled 510 killed, 2,635 
wounded, 251 captured 
or missing from the 
fighting. 

By searching the farm 
that had until recently 
belonged to his friends’ 


family, Moore has locat¬ 
ed hundreds of artifacts 
from Perryville. Items 
like bullets, fragments of 
artillery shells, case shot 
shells, fuses and small 
percussion caps. 

With patience, Moore 
and his friends can trace 
where the battle played 
out through the debris 
left behind, and they 
have uncovered some 
previously unknown 
facts. 

“We found a bullet for 
a gun that wasn’t sup¬ 
posed to be in Perryville 
— that’s a 50-caliber 
Colt revolving rifle bul¬ 
let.” 

Probably someone’s 
private purchase instead 
of a military issue, only a 
few hundred of this Colt 
model were produced, 
Moore said. That would 
have made it extremely 
rare at the time of the 
war. 

Moore can also point 
to examples of lead 
rounds with bite marks 
in them. While the teeth 
marks could have arisen 
from surgery on a sol¬ 
dier where he’s told to 
“bite the bullet,” until 
the operation was over, 
there’s also a much 
stranger possibility of 
feral hogs chewing them 


up when feeding after 
the battle. 

He also located other 
soldier’s supplies, like a 
fork that had broken into 
three pieces. It required 
time to recover all three 
pieces, but he stayed with 
it until the metal detec¬ 
tor stopped going off. 

“I just love digging. I 
can sit and dig percus¬ 
sion caps all day long.” 

To find a small piece 
of Civil War ordinance 
out in a farm field is the 
proverbial needle-in-the- 
haystack challenge. 

“You never know what 
you’re going to dig out 
of the ground,” Moore 
said. “I just hunt, just 
dig — whatever comes 
out of the ground, I’m 
happy with. 

“A good day is when I 
come home with a bul¬ 
let, literally. It doesn’t 
take much to make me 
happy.” 

He can’t avoid com¬ 
ing across trash like Coke 
cans or old barbed wire, 
but when that happens, 
Moore throws it away. 
The farmers appreciate 
it, and that saves Moore 
from detecting it again. 

Armed with the same 
White’s Spectrum XLT 
that he’s been using for 
about 20 years, Moore 


follows up careful 
research on a battlefield 
by sweeping it with the 
metal detector. 

Though an older 
model, the metal detec¬ 
tor’s readout can tell 
the difference between 
a quarter and a nickel or 
show that the detector 
has gone off because it’s 
over a gold ring. 

Moore finds himself 
much more attuned to 
searching the Civil War 
artifacts, over coins or 
other items that detec¬ 
tors hunt for, he said. If 
the museum doesn’t have 
examples of what he digs 
up, he’ll turn it over so 
the museum has a chance 
to display it and educate 
visitors. 

Closer to home, 

Moore searched near 
the former Eminence 
College and located 
four items — includ¬ 
ing a 72-caliber bullet, 
a shoe’s heel plate and a 
tompion, a cap that kept 
dirt out of a gun barrel 
— possibly from a Camp 
Fillmore soldier, Col. 
Walter C. Whitaker’s 
headquarters that was 
somewhere around 
where the Brunswick fac¬ 
tory used to stand. 

“It was known that 
the soldiers traveled to 


meet with the female 
students of the college,” 
according to information 
Moore shared. 

Unearthing these arti¬ 
facts is only the first step. 
Moore brings the items 
home, cleans them up, 
protects them from rust¬ 
ing and works to identify 
exactly what they are. He 
has guides to help him 
discern which of thou¬ 
sands of different kinds 
of bullets he recovered. 

Moore also builds his 
own wooden boxes to 
display the metal arti¬ 
facts. 

“If my wife can’t find 
me, I’ll be downstairs, 
playing with this stuff,” 
he joked. 

Moore would like to 
do more detecting, but 


lately he’s been showing 
his woodworking items 
alongside wife Pam’s 
stained glass windows at 
craft shows on weekends. 
He plans to make more 
time for his hobby in 
2015. 

People collect Civil 
War artifacts and Moore 
could sell them, but he’s 
more interested in the 
preservation of his finds. 
These items have been 
buried since the 1860s 
and his hands are the first 
to hold them in a cen¬ 
tury and a half. 

“You’re holding a 
piece of history in your 
hands,” Moore said. “I 
enjoyed saving the his¬ 
tory. Things rot in the 
ground. People can’t 
learn from them.”

In the wake of the big 
Eminence fire several 
months ago, I have a 
heartwarming story. 

It involves three busi¬ 
nesswomen who run 
shops in the block where 
the fire occurred. They 
are the sisters who own 
and operate Somewhere 
in Tyme Antiques Mall, 
Roberta Blakemore and 
Bonnie Martin-Duke, 
and Melissa Hawks, 
owner of Melissa’s 
Treasure Chest. 

It all started for me at 
1 a.m. Aug. 4, when the 
owner of the building I 
had been renting called 
saying the building was 
on fire! The two build¬ 
ings next to Eminence 
Cleaners were heavily 
ablaze and billowing out 
rolls of black smoke as 
the firemen where wet¬ 
ting down the flames! 

When I got there with 
my 14-year-old grand¬ 
son, we were in shock 
and dumbstruck. The 
door to my place was 
open and firemen were 
working fast and furi¬ 
ous, and cranes overhead 
aimed tons of forced 


water down onto the 
three buildings’ roofs. 

My first thoughts were 
wondering if anyone 
was hurt but the fire¬ 
men told me no. Then, 

I was heartbroken at 
the thought of going 
through the mess of 
the aftermath — water 
and black smoke. The 
watered-logged walls 
grew mildew in two days 
and in the center of the 
room stood two inches 
of water. 

The heat from the 
smoldering, ruined build¬ 
ings combined with the 
awful residue of black 
smoke made it almost 
impossible to work in 
Eminence Cleaners, but I 
had to do it.... had to try 
and get as much out as I 
could. 

My worker and I had 
no electricity and no 
water, so salvage was 
extra hard. 

Also, I had to post¬ 
pone my scheduled brain 
surgery for a month. 

Then, along came the 
three good Samaritans! 
They let us use their rest¬ 
rooms, fetch water and 
came to my rescue with 
space. 

I had recently moved 
a lot of my costumes 
and antiques from the 
old bank building that 
was torn down to the 
Eminence Cleaners 
building. That was lots of 
work but with the help 
of my good neighbor, 


Eddie Prewitt, we got it 
done. 

I asked Melissa if she’d 
sell few of my large piec¬ 
es and I’d give her half of 
the money if they sold. 
She agreed and worked 
for two days to rearrange 
her things to make room 
for mine. 

Roberta and Bonnie 
agreed to sell my 
Halloween costumes. 
They also stored other 
large pieces that I had no 
place to put. They were 
great and moved the 
pieces themselves. 

My daughter flew in 
from New Zealand to 
help me through the 
brain surgery. After 
I got home from the 
hospital, she answered 
the doorbell and there 
were my Holiday Good 
Samaritans with food for 
us! 

I was truly touched. 
After opening the get- 
well cards, we had a love¬ 
ly meal and an orange 
cake for dessert. 

Just when I thought 
it couldn’t get any bet¬ 
ter, Melissa called to 
say she’d sold the large 
harvest table she took in 
for me. 

“Merry Christmas, 
Barbara Ann, and get 
well soon!” And I say 
back, “God bless them 
every one!”

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History of the Henry County Extension Service 


The Henry County 
Extension Service began 
nearly 90 years ago, 
with the appointment 
of Carl Malone as the 
first County Agent for 
Agriculture. 

This came over 10 
years after the signing 
of the Smith-Lever Act 
by Congress in 1914, 
which established the 
Cooperative Extension 
Service in every state, as 
a part of the Land Grant 
System of Universities. 

When Malone began 
his service to the agricul¬ 
tural community, there 
was no Henry County 
Extension Office. 

The Henry County 
Local offered space for 
the new agent, where he 
used an orange crate for 
a filing cabinet and bor¬ 
rowed the LocaP s phone. 

It wasn’t long, though, 
that the County Agent 
moved to the north land¬ 
ing offices in the Henry 
County Courthouse. 

In 1974, when I came 
on board, the offices 
were still on that first 
landing up the steps in 
the Courthouse. When 
you came up the steps 
on the left side of the 
Courthouse, you’d be 
looking straight in to the 
main office where Sheila 
Atchison, extension sec¬ 
retary, had her desk. 

Jim Prewitt’s office was 
inside and off in a small 
room to the right. Jeri 
Cockrel, home econom¬ 
ics agent, and I shared 
two very small offices to 
the right, at a small land¬ 
ing before you got to the 
main office. 

I remember having 
to get completely inside 
my office and moving 
the chair to one side of 
the desk to get the door 
closed. 

In 1978, the court 
system indicated they 
wanted more space in 
the Courthouse, so the 
Extension Service looked

elsewhere. We found a 
great landlord in the First 
Kentucky Production 
Credit Association, and 
soon moved upstairs 
in their new building, 
located 1.5 miles north 
of New Castle. 

Henry County Farm 
Bureau also moved out 
there, taking up resi¬ 
dence in the garage area. 
In a few years, Farm 
Bureau purchased the 
building and moved into 
the main floor, where 
they are still today. 

Located upstairs, with 
access to the space in the 
basement as a primary 
meeting room, eventu¬ 
ally became problematic, 
with growing programs 
and the passage of legis¬ 
lation concerning access 
for all. 

The need for adequate 
meeting space, with 
offices and meeting room 
needing to be ADA 
approved, prompted 
the Henry County 
Extension Council and 
Henry County Extension 
District Board to begin 
thinking about renting 
other space or building a 
facility. 

The path chosen in the 
late 90’s was to save up 
and build. 

Through careful plan¬ 
ning and budgeting, the 
Extension groups were 
able to build the Henry 
County Extension Office 
now located two miles 
north of New Castle, 
immediately across 
from the Henry County 
Country Club. 

The nearly 

5,000-square-foot build¬ 
ing began its service to 
the community on Jan. 


1 , 2002 . 

It currently houses 
the offices of Maryellen 
Garrison, Family and 
Consumer Sciences, 
Cathy Toole, 4-H and 
Youth Development, 
Steve Moore, Agriculture 
and Natural Resources, 
and Kelly Dockter, 
Secretary. 

On Tuesdays, an extra 
office is utilized for the 
administration of the 
Phase I Tobacco Fund 
CAIP program with 
Laraine Staples. 

The large meet¬ 
ing room holds space 
for over 100 people 
for meetings, and is 
equipped with excellent 
sound and video capabil- 
ity. 

When not in use for 
Extension meetings, the 
meeting room has been 
available to non-profits 
and educational organi¬ 
zations in the commu¬ 
nity. 

This year, an expansion 
and renovation project 
has been completed to 
add over 1,000 square 
eet of additional meeting 
and project space in the 
rear of the building. 

A January open house 
is being planned. 

The first 90 years of 
Extension in Henry 
County has seen tremen¬ 
dous program growth 
and development with 
the leadership and help 
of countless volunteer 
leaders and a dedicated 
cadre of agents. 

We’ll discuss the 
Extension Agents who 
have served Henry 
County in next week’s 
column.

Holiday feasting tips 


Time to cure ham 
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A healthy diet is so 
important to control¬ 
ling and minimizing the 
effects of diabetes, but 
eating healthy can be a 
struggle and challenge 
for some people with dia¬ 
betes, particularly those 
who have been recently 
diagnosed with the dis¬ 
ease. 

The upcoming holi¬ 
days pose additional 
challenges and present 
more temptations and 
our U.K. Food Specialists 
offer the following tips. 

If you have diabetes 
and you eat a moderate 
amount of foods that are 
high in nutrients and low 
in fat and calories, then 
eating during the holi¬ 
days should be no dif¬ 
ferent from the way you 
eat every day. If you do 
not eat this way, then try 
to create daily, healthy 
eating habits before the 
holidays begin. 

These habits should 
include consuming a 
well-balanced breakfast, 
fruits and vegetables in a 
variety of colors, whole 
grains and a variety of 
lean proteins in the 
appropriate portion size. 


During the holidays, 
most people have the 
tendency to go over¬ 
board with desserts, 
because they are at every 
function and these treats 
are available in large 
quantities. 

Desserts often con¬ 
tain few nutrients and 
are heavy in carbs and 
fat that can quickly raise 
your blood glucose levels. 

Healthier options 
include eating fruit for 
dessert, splitting a dessert 
with someone, removing 
high-fat whipped top¬ 
ping and frosting from 
desserts and eating fewer 
carbohydrates during the 
main course so you can 
have a small dessert. 

You can reduce the 
amount of sugar in many 
holiday dishes by making 
healthy adjustments to 
your recipes. 


Use vanilla or cinna¬ 
mon as a sugar substitute 
in recipes. 

Unsweetened apple¬ 
sauce or sugar-free syrups 
can be used in place of 
regular syrup. 

You can also try using 
fresh fruit or fruits 
canned in their own 
juices rather than fruits 
canned in heavy syrup.

A couple of weeks 
ago, Donna and I 
were scurrying about 
picking up odds and 
ends in preparation 
for our move to our 
new home. While in 


Walmart in LaGrange, 
we found ourselves 
blocking the path of 
an elderly woman (late 
70s or early 80s, we 
thought). Each time 
we did so, we apolo¬ 
gized. Each time she 
responded kindly and 
pushed her cart on by 
us, smiling as she went 
by. On our way out, 
we stepped around 
another aisle and did 
it again! 

“It seems we are 
intent on blocking 
your path,” I said. 

“Oh, that’s all 
right,” she responded. 
“I can’t find what 
I’m looking for any¬ 
way.” We chatted a 
few minutes, talking 
about the frustration 
of shopping in stores 
in which the merchan¬ 


dise is always being 
rearranged. I said, 
“Having reached the 
age we are, we ought 
to have all we intend 
to have and just stay 
home.” 

Giving me that 
knowing teacher-like 
smile, she replied. 
“You’ve got a ways to 
go to be my age. I’m 
94, and you can’t be 
anywhere near as old 
as I am.” 

We were blown 
away. She didn’t look 
or act as we thought 
someone that old 
would act. We chat¬ 
ted more and asked 
her what it was she 
was looking for. She 
told us, and we were 
able to help her find 
it. We parted wish¬ 
ing each other a good 


day and a Happy 
Thanksgiving. 

The day had started 
out ordinary ... ordi¬ 
nary and filled with 
busy tasks to get 
done. It turned out 
to be a blessed day... a 
blessed day for us and, 
I want to believe, a 
blessed day for her. 

Such blessed, 
ordinary days hap¬ 
pen every day for 
those who are pres¬ 
ent where they are. 
That’s the problem, 
isn’t it? Most people 
are not present where 
they are. They aren’t 
because they are either 
too intent on clinging 
to the past or reaching 
a longed-for future 
which is not yet. 

It was a blessed, 
ordinary day when 


a child was born in 
Bethlehem and nestled 
in a feeding trough. 
Shepherds left their 
folks that night to 
kneel before the new¬ 
born child. Shepherds 
were changed that 
night, and those who 
heard the shepherds’ 
story were amazed. It 
was no ordinary night 
for those who were 
present where they 
were. 

Christmas is just fif¬ 
teen days away. Don’t 
miss any of those fif¬ 
teen days as a result 
of hurrying too fast 
toward the day. 

“This is the day 
which the Lord hath 
made; . . . [let us] 
rejoice and be glad in

CITY OF SMITHFIELD 

ORDINANCE NO. 2014-03 

AN ORDINANCE CREATING A FRANCHISE 
FOR THE ERECTION, LAYING AND 
MAINTENANCE OF ELECTRIC FACILITIES 

AND APPURTENANT FACILITIES AND 
EQUIPMENT IN, ALONG AND ACROSS THE 
PUBLIC WAYS, ROADS, STREETS, ALLEYS 

AND OTHER PUBLIC PLACES IN THE 
CITY OF SMITHFIELD, KENTUCKY: FOR 
FURNISHING AND SELLING ELECTRICITY 
BY MEANS OF SAID FACILITIES; 

AND PROVIDING FOR THE SALE 
OF SAID FRANCHISE. 

WHEREAS, the City of Smithfield (“City”) 
wishes to ensure that electric service continues 
to be furnished to its citizens in a reliable and 
efficient manner; 

WHEREAS, the City is aware that the provi¬ 
sion of such service requires the continued use 
of public streets, ways, alleys and other public 
places; 

WHEREAS, the franchise granted to and 
acquired by Kentucky Utilities Company on Feb¬ 
ruary 21, 1995, under which that utility provided 
such service, will expire by its terms; February 
21,2015 

WHEREAS, the City wishes to provide for 
the sale of a new franchise for the benefit of its 
citizenry, giving effect to Section 96.010 of the 
Kentucky Revised Statutes; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED as 
follows: 

Section 1. An exclusive franchise (“Fran¬ 
chise”) to use the City’s public rights-of-way, as 
described in the Franchise Agreement attached to 
this Ordinance, is hereby created. 

Section 2. The Franchise created by this 
Ordinance shall be bid in accordance with the 
applicable requirements of the Constitution of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky and Chapter 424 of 
the Kentucky Revised Statutes, as well as any 
applicable City ordinances. 

Section 3. The Franchise created by this 
Ordinance shall be awarded to the highest and 
best bidder as shall be determined by the City in 
its sole discretion. In awarding the Franchise, the 
City shall consider the technical, managerial and 
financial qualifications of the bidder to perform its 
obligations under the Franchise. 

Section 4. The winning bidder and the City 
shall negotiate, execute and be bound by a 
Franchise Agreement with terms identical to, or 
substantially identical to, the Franchise Agree¬ 
ment referenced in Section 1 above and attached 
hereto, such Agreement to contain terms “that are 
fair and reasonable to the City, to the purchaser 
of the Franchise and to the patrons of the utility” 
(KRS Section 96.010). Such Franchise Agree¬ 
ment shall take effect no earlier than 90 days after 
its execution, to allow the City and the winning 
bidder to develop appropriate procedures for 
identifying and reviewing the electric-consuming 
entities within the City’s corporate limits. 

Section 5. All ordinance or parts of ordinances 
in conflict with the provisions of this Ordinance are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 6. Should any section, clause, line, 
paragraph, or part of this Ordinance or the 
attached Agreement be held unconstitutional or 
invalid for any reason, the same shall not affect 
the remainder of this Ordinance or the attached 
Agreement, as applicable. 

Section 7. Time is of the essence in carrying 
out the terms and the provisions of this Ordinance 
and the Franchise created herein. 

Section 8. This Ordinance shall become effec¬ 
tive from and after its passage and publication. 
Read at a meeting of the Smithfield City Com¬ 
mission on the 6th day of November, 2014; 
a second reading was held on the 4th day of 
December, 2014; said Ordinance was READ and 
APPROVED on the 4th day of December, 2014.

to learn on the fly.”

The Eminence 
Warriors hosted the 
Williamstown Demons 
Dec. 2 and came away 
with an 84-68 win in 
their season opener. 

The Warriors used 


their superior depth and 
quickness to pull away 
after a slow start that saw 
the Demons jump out to 
an early lead as four EHS 
players picked up three 
fouls in the first half. 

But one thing 
Warriors’ coach Chris 
Nethery has been bank¬ 
ing on this preseason 
is his ability to plug in 
any number of talented 
young players and not 
miss a beat. 


“Our bench did a 
great job of coming in 
and handling the ball,” 
Nethery said. “Isiah 
Dixie, Cameron Jones 
and DAndre Wright 
really gave us a lift.

Nethery said the 
Warriors suffered from 
nerves in the early going 
and had several turnovers 
that led to easy buckets 
for the Demons.
